John Yuill, of Wanderbilt, first vice- 
president; Robert Rayburn, of Alpe- 
na, second vice-president, and Marius 
Eanson of Grayling, treasurer. 

The report of Secretary Marston 
reviewed the work which has been 
done during the past year and Treas- 
urer Hanson’s report showed that the 
bureau has been using its money to 
advantage. = 

President Snody, in a short addres: 
reviewed thd great growth of the dis- 
trict and some of the especal fea- 
tures of the bureau work which had 
contributed to that growth. He also 
outlined some of the things which he 
would like to accomplish in. the fu- 
ture and among other things advocat- 
ed. the offering of substantial prizes 
for the best samples of grains and 
other farm produce to be sent to the 
bureau and exhibited at its annua!

tude, In 1854 congress had repealed the 
Missouri Compromise and substituted 
for it the Kansas-Nebraska act, which 
provided that euch territory should de- 
cide for ttself for or against slavery 
and whether to enter the Union as a 
free territory or a free state, Douglas 
was the anthor of this neasure—"Pop- 
ulur Sovereignty" he called it, 

After this Chicago expression of dis- 
approval af Douglas events moved 
rupidly, The next sear civlt war brake 
out in Kansas between the slavery and 
non-shivery factions, In 1857 the Dred 
Seatt decision fn effect held that slaves 
were property and the owners of slaves 
could take them into any territory and 
hold them there, no matter what the 


iwishes af the people of the territory 


in question. This decision was the di- 
rect opposite of Douglas’ popular sov- 
ereignty doctrine. I¢ opened the way 
for the extension of slavery to the 


Early iu 1858 began the campaign in 
which the Issne was the eleetion of a 
successor to Senator Douglas, threugh 
the election of members of the Uifnois 
legislature.

“Can the people of a United States 
territory, In any Jawful way, against 
the wish of any citizen of the United | 
States, exclude slavery from its limits 
prior to the formation of a state con-, 
stitution?” : 

Douglas could not go back on his | 
popular sovereignty doctrine. He an- { 
swered, “Yes,” as Lincoln had foreseen 
he would. Douglas thus denied the | 
Dred Scott decision that slaves were | 
property and could be taken to any; 
territory. Lincoln's purpose was to, 
turn the South against Douglas and 
prevent his electiun ta the presidency 
tn 1860. He realized that the question | 
and answer would probably cost him 
the senatorship—and was willing to 
sacrifice himself. : 

So, while on its face the contest was ! 
between Lincoln and Douglas for the | 
senatorship, it was really a momentous 
strugele between the protagonists of 
abolition and slavery, And the whole | 
country knew it.. The-eyes.of the. na- ; 
tlan were on Hiinols—on “Old Abe": 
and “The Little Giant.” 

Well, we all know that Lincoln's 
question bent him for the senatorship; 
that the same question split the! 
Democracy in two and elected Lincoln ‘ 
president over Dougias and Brecken- | 
ridge. And we all know that Lincoln's 
election brought on the Civil’ war, | 
freed the siaves and estafiished a 
house no longer divided agninst itself. 

When Fort Sumter fell Dougias 
gave Lineoln his support and declared 
to the Northern Democrats: 

“lt jis the duty we owe to ourselves 
and our children and our God to pro- 
tect this government and the flag ?rom 
every assailant, be he who he may.” 

The life-long rivals met for the last 
time at the inauguration of Lincoln. 
White “Old Abe” took the oath of of- 
fice and dellvered his address “The 
Little Giant” held the new silk hat of 
the victor, And no act in all Dougias’ 
life better became him, 

Douglas was cut off by death from 
farther service the following June. 
Just before he passed his wife asked 
him if he had any message for his 
two sons, 

“Tell them to love and uphold the 
Constitution,” were the last words of 
“The Little Gtant.” 

Lincoln was spared to the nation 
four years longer—long enough to win 
the grent fight ta which practically 
his whole life hnd been dedicated and 
to abolish slavery by his Emancipn- 
tion Proclamation. Since Aprit 15, 
1883, “Old Abe” “belongs to the ages.”

Aimed to Get It to Needy Without

trated By Officers. 


Detrolt.—The first issue of whisky 
from the seized stores, made by the 
United States marshal’s office Monday 
was a small quantity to St. Joseph’s 
ganitarium, Mt. Clemens. Following 
this, the city physicians were given 
whisky, and then hospitals were serv- 
ed, according to the nuniber of pat- 
fents and their nceds. 

Many physicians, including repre- 
sentatives of the United States Navy, 
applied for liquor, but it was given 
only to institutions and to the city 
physicians, In this way it was hoped | 
to get a better distribution, and to in- 
sure that the poor will be able to get 
{t without costs. Physiciana can, in 
an emergency, apply to the marshal's 
office or obtain whisky from the cl!y ! 
physicians. 

None was distributed diréct from 
the marshal’s office, but was issued 
by warehousey on orders from ihe of- 
fice. 

Eight armed men made a bold ef- 
fort to steal and move by motor trucks 
the contraband whisky and liquors in 
the government storehouse on West 
Larned street Sunday evening. The 
watchmen had been overpowered and 
the cases of liquor piled up near the 
door for loading into the cars when 
federal] agents arrived on the scene. 
A revolver battle followed during 
which the robbers made their escape 
in three automobiles. Arthur L. Bar. 
key, chief of the bureau of investiga 
tion of the department of justice, had 
received a tip of the raid just in time. 
None of the liquor was taken.

Washington—Methods by which in- 
toxicating Hquors may bé obtained for 
medicinal purposes and detailed regu- 


lations governing their sale were made |-# 


public last week by the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue. 


Both the physician who ‘prescribes i 


and the pharmacist who sella liquor, 
tke regulations provide, must have a 
permit which may be obtained from 
the federa) prohibition director. Other 


details of the method by which liquor || : 


for medicinal purposes may be pur- 
chased follow: 


“any physician licensed t8 practice |!B 
medicine and actively engaged in the |’ 


practice of such profession may obtain 
a permit to prescribe intoxicating 
liquor and then may issue prescrip- 
tions for distilled spirits, wines or cer- 
tain alcoholic medicinal preparations 
for medical purposes for persons upon 
whom he is in attendance in ~ case 
where he helieves the use of Hiquor as 
a medicine ig necessary. In no case 
may spirituous Hquor be preserbied 
by one or more physicians in excess 
of one pint for the same person with- 
in any period of 10 days. 
“Physicians also may obtain permit 


than six quarts of distilled spirits, 
wines or certain alcoholic preparations 
during any calendar year for adminis- 
tration to their patients in emergency 
ceases where delay in procuring liquor 
on @ prescription through a pharmacist 
might have serious consequence to the 
patient.” 

Announcement also was made that 
the bureau had compiled a system of 
permits providing a definite and fixed 
channel through which all intoxicating 
liquors must move and by which here- 
after the government will know the lo- 
cation of every gallon of distilled 
liquor within the nation’s boundaries, 
except that stored fn private homes. 

Mr. Roper also announced that all 
liquor seized under federal law prior 
to last October 28, unless claimed un- 
der the 60 days’ ruling, would be sold 
by order of the court under the juris- 
diction of which it is held. Jt must 
be sold, however, to a holder, of a per- 
mit to use it either for medicinal or 
non-beverage purposes.
